But their 
Prink or moſt of it, is admitted by a particular Paſ- 
ſage, from the Gullet immediately into the third Sto- 
mach, As therefore the Cattle ceaſe to chew the 
Cud in this Diſorder, (3.) ſolid Medicines, cannot act 
with the Advantage to be hoped for from thoſe given 
in a liquid Form, nay may probably be very pre- 
Judicial, fince they muſt remain in the Paunch, 
till the Beaſt chew the Cud again.

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Note. 10 ce Year 1714, a Diſeaſe raged among the Kine 
in England, - which carried off great: Numbers : Medicines at 
that Time proved ineffeftual; and the Method which at laſt 
a Stop. to. the Contagion, was this, they divided their Cows 
into ſmall Parcels, by which Means they loſt only that Parcel 
in which the Contagion happen'd ; for otherwiſe it would 
have ſpread from one infected Cow thro' a whole Herd. The 
King allowed a Reward out of his -own Civil Liſt, for every 
Cow, that was burned or buried with Quick Lime, and the 
Sum thus paid. amounted in the whole to 67747. 1. 14. The 
Number of Bulls. and Cows loſt by this Diſeaſe were five 'Thou- 
ſand, four Hundred and eighteen in the Counties of Midale- 
ſex, Eſſex, and Surry ; and of Calves, four Hundred and thir- 
ty- ine.

In Times of publick Calamity, ſuch as theſe, and eſpecially 
in the Places where the Diſorder is moſt prevalent, People are 
generally. ſo much confuſed, that no regular Methods or Regi- 
men are ever ſteadily purſued, but any ſort of Medicines ſet out 
with ſpecious Titles are ſought after ; Numbers of theſe. Re- 
ceipts, I do- not doubt, with a well - meant Intention, have 
been printed in the publick Papers, but which have had this ill 
Effect, that the Farmers after having tryed one or two without 
anſwering the End expected, have concluded nothing would be 
of Service, and ſo have neglected in the Beginning, the neceſſary 
Evacuations ( 21. ) and Care of keeping their Cattle warm: Or, 
if they try'd a Multitude of ſuch Preſcriptions in any Manner 
whatſoever, they might do much more Harm than good, many 
of thoſe being abſolutely contrary to the Nature of the Diſor- 
der; adviſed by. Perſons entirely ignorant of its Symptoms; 
and in every reſpect unqualifyed for proper Judges,
